Claim 136 (currently amended) The liquid formulation of claim [[135]] 85 wherein the 
liquid formulation comprises between about [[6%]] 10% (w/v) to about 20% (w/v) of the TRPVl 
agonist. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
(Robbins) discloses a capsaicin formulation useful for treating pain for up to 8 weeks. The 
formulation is a transdermal patch comprising a liquid reservoir. However in the 1.132 
Declaration dated 12/13/10, Applicant provides comparative data between a transdermal patch 
and the liquid topical formulation of the instant claims. Unexpectedly the liquid formulation of 
the instant claims reduces the epidermal nerve fiber density in a fraction of the time required by 
the transdermal patch. Further at 60 minutes post application, the pain score for subjects treated

with the liquid formulation of the instant claims is half the score of the patch wearing subjects. 
The liquid formulation provides faster and more potent pain relief for a longer period of time 
than the transdermal patch of the closest prior art.
